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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 17, 18, 20, 21, 24, 25, and 
93-96 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 93-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Particularly, newly recited 
claim 93 includes the following limitations: 

"A method of transmitting in a wireless multi-carrier system, the method 
comprising: transmitting a first group of symbols using a first operating mode, the first 
operating mode including a first predetermined number of carriers and a first 
predetermined symbol rate; and transmitting a second group of symbols using a second 
operating mode, the second operating mode including a second predetermined number of

carriers and a second predetermined symbol rate, the second operating mode being 
different than the first operating mode, wherein the first and second groups of symbols 
form a packet and the first and second operating modes are provided in a header of the 
packet." 

However, after reviewing the specification (see page 3, lines 24-26 and page 8, lines 13- 
1 8), it is the understanding of the Examiner that the first and second operating modes are 
switched on a packet-by-packet basis and not within the packet as recited in the above claim. 
Although the specification does disclose changing the symbol rate within a packet (see page 8, 
lines 19-26), the specification does not describe changing the number of carriers used within a 
packet as recited above. Furthermore, the specification does not provide sufficient description 
for providing a first and a second operating mode within a header of the packet. At most, the 
specification describes a header sent in a base mode, wherein the header includes one operating 
mode for the remainder of the packet (see page 8, lines 19-22), however, two operating modes 
are not provided in the header of the packet. Therefore, it is the understanding of the Examiner 
that the claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention.
